Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 27.—An “ar-

With the approach of the opening of congress 
and the close of the international joint commis- 
sion’s hearings on the projected St. _Lawrence sea-

Despite the unim- 
peachable arguments of fourteen middle western 


states, the reports of some of the nation’s greatest | 


traffic experts and engineers and the impressive 
recommendations of scores of agricultural, com- 
mercial, and civic organizations in favor of the sea- 
way, we have gained nothing. The shortsighted 
and selfish opposition of New York and a few New 
England interests has obstructed if it has not pre- 
vented promise of a favorable decision. 


- The situation resolves itself into that of the old 
shipping barons of the Rhine, who took toll of all 
the commerce of the great interior, obstructing the 
trade and prosperity of millions to enrich the few. 
The port of New York and other ports of the At- 
lantic coast cannot so obstruct the development of 
@ll the states along the great lakes, all the cities, 
and all the millions of productive acres, and patri-° 
otic American citizens whpse prosperity depends 
upon the smoothest possible flow of traffic. 

If New York and the minor Atlantic coast inter- 
ests involved suc in their determination to in- 
fluence the report of the joint commission adverse- 
ly or to block favorable action in congress, they 

will develop a condition of resentment and opposi- 
tion in the middie west which will have explosive 
possibilities. The development of such a situation 
is highly dangerous. Sectional antagonisms are 
bad for the nation as well as bad for the sections 
involved.

The rate of what some would cal! un- 
warranted absenteelam due to simple 
colds, coughs, and sore throats is offset 
by the few absences on account of 
measles and other forms of contagion. 

The report to the Wisconsin health offi- 
cers’ school from which these data are 
being taken says: ‘ Just as in industry, 
the worker should be surrounded by. 
every safeguard on the assumption that 
he has a right to as many fingers when 
he leaves the factory as he had when he 
went in, so, too, have the children a 
right to return to their mothers at night 


as well and as free from infection as 


when they left their homes in the morn- 
ing.” 

The Wisconsin state board of health is 
so certain the plan is making good that 
it is getting the story of Shorewood to 
other communities in that state. Small

Busy Building Docks. @ 


Im some quarters it is intimated that 
these plans will not be fully carried 
out, but ft is certain that the depart- 
ment of docks is now busy building. 
At present it has thirty-four contracts 
for constructions involving an estimat- 
ed aggregate outlay of $19,110,000. On 
these $3,588,000 had been paid out be- 
fore Nov. 10 last. 

‘On the other hand, Chicago's latest 
activity on harbor construction was 
the issuance of a nicely printed book 
on the harbor plan of Lake Calymet, 
While the Chicago aldermen were 
reading this printer’s masterpiece last 
July New York was at work. 

“ Geologists affirm that for a period 
of some 100,000 years an ice sheet, like 
that which blankets Greenland today, 
covered the northern half of our con- 
tinent,” read the Chicago aldermen. 
“Geologists designate as the Chicago 
plain, the area of low, flat land, cres- 
cent s along the southwesterly 
shore of e Michigan and upon a 
part of which Chicago was built.” 


Chicago Reads, N. Y. Works. 
While the Chicago aldermen were 
reading of the glacial movement, the 
New York department of docks award- 
ed.a dozen contracts for piers and 
sheds and other equipment totaling 


$5,498,000. And since the aldermen 
finished reading how nature prepared 
a site for the Calumet harbor New 
York has awarded three more dock 
contracts totaling $482,000. 

These fifteen contracts, awarded in 
about two months, exceed the total cost 
of the Chicago municipal pier, which 
was more than two years in building. 

It is cértain Chicago needs more 
harbor factlities and if Lake Calumet 
ig not a suitable site, why not discard 
it and select another location, such 
as the lake front between Sixteenth

“The reduction 
to 14% and 10 cents in the wholesale 
bread prices should mean a retail 
Price of 16 cents for the large loaf and 
11 cents for the small! one.

that bread comes to the retailer al::

GRIDIRON DEATH TOLL 
FOR 1920 REACHES 12: 
(MORE THAN YEAR AGO 


Football exacted a toll of twelve 
victims during the 1920 season, accord- 
ing to reports by the Associated Press. 


The deaths were six greater than 
in 1919 and two above two years ago. 
Twelve lives were lost during the 1917 
season, eighteen in 1916, and fifteen 
in 19165. 

The majority of the youths killed 
this season were high schoo! players, 
who may have entered the game with. 
out sufficient physical training for so 
rough a sport and with only limited 
knowledge of the game. 

Two College Boys Die. 

Only two of the dead were members 
of college aggregations, two on col- 
lege class teams. One boy, 12 years 
old, was killed in a game of the “ sand 
lot” variety. Seven of the victims were 
members-of high school elevens. 

Defenders of the sport pointed to the 
fact that not a fatality occurred in the 
big universities of the country, where 
the game is conducted under expert 
physical direction and coaching. 

Open Play Less Dangerous. 

The development of the open style 
of play, instead of the smashing game 
of a dozen years ago, and the im- 
proved, heavily padded uniforms and 
headgear are eliminating much of the 
danger, according to football experts, 
The list of victims:

date for the mythical elevens. It is 
the player who can meet conditions as 
they arise on the playing field whole 
selected. The player who realizes the 
danger point in football and always {is 
in the vicinity of the ball is the man 
who is making a name in the game. 


Every Angle Considered. 

In the selection of the honorary 
elevens, every angie of the game must 
be considered. 

Men must be selected who have ag 
uncanny knack of going down the field 
and then working themselves free of 
the defense to receive forward passes, 
Players who can pass the oval accu- 
rately on the fast or lob toss must be 
selected, while the back fleld must be 
composed of men who are just as 
strong in the interference as at carry- 
ing the ball. 

The tackles must be of the type 


at them. 

The guards must be men who ere 
ever mindful not to leave their posi- 
tions too soon. Eagerness to mix in 
plays has been the fault of a number 
of conference guards this year, with the 
result that delayed passes or split 
bucks have resulted in big gains. 

The center must be of the roving 
type, who can sense a play quickly and 
meve to the point of attack with 
speed. He also must be a clever and 
accurate passer, as most of his work 
calls for tosses of an intricate variety. 

The ends must be players who are 
ever mindful to turn all plays to the 
inside. They must hit the interference 
in Buch a manner that the runner is 
always turned in, so that the secondary 
defense can do thé tackling the moment 
the scrimmage line is crossed. They 
also should be men who always drive 
the catchers of punts to the inside. 
The same is true on kickoffs. 

a The Ideal Backfield. 


The smart football coach of today 
strives to select a backfield which is 
composed of a punter, line 
and off tackle driver or end runner. It 
always seems cumbersome to see a 
lineman pulled back to kick and a back 
move up in his position in order to have 
seven. players on the scrimmage line.

The lines of this bungalow seem to 


demand that it be of stucco. The best 


possible basis for stucco is hollow tile, 
and the walls of this dwelling are built 
of that material. The air cells of the 
tile make this kind of wall impervious 
to heat and cold, and besides it is 
furred on the inside, and lined with 
gypsum plaster laid on metal lath. ‘In 
this way weather and fire are both 
walled out: the tile and stucco cannot

Little cup cakes and big cup cakes. 
either of which may be “set up” in 
some dainty way, and in many differ- 
ent ways. as well as cookies, drop and 
rolled and plain and fancy, are made 
from the cup cake formula This bat- 
ter may baked in the smaller muffin 
tins well buttered. and when cool these 
may havea little round bi cut out 
of the top. some cooked cream or other 
filling put in the cup so made, and the 
block put back in.

Of course, these cakes can be 
indefinitely varied with icings. A thin 
butter icing with a royal over it is 
Gelicate, and the royal icing protects 
the butter icing so that these cakes 
will keep two weeks. 

It is nice to bake the cup cake bat- 
ter in the little hemispherical iron 
molds or in the same shapes in cagt 
aluminum. Cakes of similar shape. 
but with four times as expensive i-- 
gredients, are muchin vogue. You —7 
tind the comparison between the tw 
sorts quite favorable to the cup cake 

But on this subject of the adapting of 
ene cake batter to endless uses could 
we not write a book? As far as abun- 
dance of material is concerned, we cer- 
tainly could.

One-half cup of shortening, one cup 
of sugar, two eggs. one-half cup of 
milk, two cups cf fiour, one-half tea- 
Spoon of salt, one or two teaspoons of 

Dowder, one teaspoon flavoring. 

Method for Any Butter Cake, 
Cueam the butter and sugar until it 
is as perfectly biended as a hard sauce 
and looks just like the same, beat 
the egg yolks, and then beat them 
into this mixture with the milk. Sift 
the dry ingredients and fold them grad- 
Ually into this mixture. Fruits or nuts 
may be added before or after the fiour 
is in.

T last the pride of the army air 
service, the Verville-Packard

thirty-four starters in the first Pulitzer 
trophy aeronautical race, held Thanks- 


giving day at Mitchel field, Mineola, | :

Bennett cup race, traveled over the) 
Long Island course at an average 
speed of 178 miles an hour—virtually 
three miles a minute. 


The ship was flown by Lieut. C. C. 
Mosley, and never in the history of 
official flying in America has a man 
traveled with such great velocity. In 
fact, only one man-in the world has 
Sat aboard a faster ship. That man 
is Sadi Lecointe, the Frenchman who, 
according to reports from overseas, in 
a special contest flew his tiny Nieuport 
biplane 187 miles an hour.  Lecointe, 
in the Bennett race, made an average 
of slightly over'169 miles an hour. The. 
187 mile an hour record was not gen- | 
erally known until after the Pulitzer | 
race. 

Capt. H. E. Hartney. flying an | 
American army Thomas-Morse scout, | 
came in second in the Thanksgiving | 
day race, covering the course in 47. 
minutes and 3-100 seconds. Albert | 
Acosta, who introduced the all omcoa, 
monoplane to Chicago last summer, 
won third place with an Italian Ansalo 
S. V. A. His time over the 132 miles 
was 61 minutes and 62-100 seconds. 
Acosta was the only civilian to get in | 
the money.

A score of new bridges 
are included in the big job and in 
places the old roadways have been 
entirely abandoned and new lines lo- 
cated to guard against the hazards 
of water, grades, and dangerous rail- 
road crossings. 

Twelve miiles of broad concrete pay- 
ing were thrown open 
drivers south of Springfield on Noy. 
15. They reach from the capital to 
Chatham and connect with the more

~ South of Chatham lies the longest 
‘break in the paving. Two and one- 
half miles in the eighteen mile gap 
are under contract for early spring 
work.

Anoth- 
er five miles is under contract from 
that point leading to a new bridge 
and relocation near Thayer. Contract-

South of Greenridge a mile of new 
paving and a new bridge connects with 
seven and one-half miles of completed. 
concrete where the road swings west 
and southwest. Another uncompleted 
contract and a new bridge create 
another gap. Then come two miles 
of old concrete, ten feet wide, enforced 
by macadam shoulders, running south 
to Carlinsville. The state is making 
this stretch over into concrete road- 
bed sixteen feet wide. 


From Carlinsville the road swerves 
to the east to avoid lowland and ex- 
pensive construction.
